called Quakers,intruding themſelves, with ſeveral of the rude 
People, cauſed ſuch a diſturbance, that I had neither liber- 
ty to declare what I had then to publiſh, but alſo hindered 
my treating thoſe [ ſo invited } with that civility and ING 
I intended, Yet what I declared there, as a Meſſage from 
the LORD, here follows.
